TOWN  WARRANT 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Effing-ham  in 
the  County  of  Carroll  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Effingham  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing,  including  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen for  three  years  and  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years.

5.  To  see  if  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
same  to  be  expended  on  the  "Effingham  Ti^ail"  road, 
the  State  to  contribute  $1074.00,  the  Town  to  raise 
$537.00;  or,  accept  State  Aid  on  Class  V  roads,  the 
Town  to  raise  $537.00,  the  State  to  contribute  $2211.18. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  sum  of 
$200.00  to  be  expended  on  road  from  Wakefield  Town 
line  on  southerly  shore  of  Province  Lake  by  the  home 
of  F.  C.  Bonyman,  culverts  and  railings  to  be  repaired, 
according  to  State  standards.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools,  it  being  the  seventeenth  in 
the  series  of  such  reports. 

There  are  now  two  large  schools  in  Effingham  and 
the  work  is  going  well. 

Rollo  G.  Reynolds  says  that  there  are  four  things 
which  should  be  the  heritage  of  every  American  child. 

1.  He  has  the  right  to  a  strong,  healthy  body. 

2.  He  has  the  right  to  develop  an  honest  mind  and 
ability  to  think  in  face  of  evidence. 

3.  He  has  the  right  to  trained  hands. 

4.  He  has  the  right  to  a  living  soul  from  which  comes 
the  good  in  life. 

Our  schools  have  these  objectives.  If  the  public 
schools  are  to  be  the  bulwark  of  our  civilization, 
thorough,  earnest  work  must  be  done.  The  way  to 
prepare  for  the  future  is  to  do  honestly  and  well  the 
work  of  today,  looking  always  for  the  best  things. 

The  health  work  is  still  in  charge  of  Miss  Helen 
H.  Nichols,  R.  N.  Inspections  have  been  made  and  cor- 
rection of  defects  is  now  in  order.  The  usual  dental 
clinic  was  held  last  spring  and  good  work  was  accom- 
plished.    Miss  Nichols'  report  is  appended. 

The  school  board  has  very  wisely  provided  some 
play  ground  equipment  for  each  school  where  boys  and 
girls  are  very  happy  exercising  in  the  fresh  air.  Pro- 
vision has  also  been  made  for  the  physical  welfare  of 
the  pupils  by  arranging  for  warm  noon  lunches  for 
those  who  bring  their  dinners.  Schools  are  provided 
with  soap  and  towels  so  that  cleanliness  may  be  main- 
tained. 

Parents  are  again  reminded  that  children  must  be 
vaccinated  before  entering  school.  This  should  be 
done  early  in  the  summer  so  that  the  boys  and  girls 
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may  be  ready  for  school  when  it  opens  in  September. 

School  property  is  being  kept  up.  Each  summer 
cleaning  and  varnishing  are  done  and  minor  repairs 
checked.  Attention  may  well  be  given  now  to  beauti- 
fication  of  school  grounds  with  flowers  and  shrubbery. 

I  recommend  special  appropriations  this  year  for 
installing  electric  lights  at  both  schools,  renovating  the 
toilets  at  the  Falls  and  sinking  a  well  to  provide  drink- 
ing water  at  the  Falls. 

The  plans  for  visual  education  were  happily  car- 
ried out  last  year,  concluding  with  a  gathering  at 
which  we  were  honored  by  the  presence  of  Commiss- 
ioner James  N.  Pringle  who  spoke  to  the  audience  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  picture.  This  year  we  have  had 
one  picture,  "The  Covered  Wagon,"  and  plan  for 
two  more.  At  the  fall  gathering,  the  school  board 
acted  as  host  and  provided  refreshments.  On  Memor- 
ial Day  we  used  the  picture,  ''America  Goes  Over." 

Statistics 
For  the  year  ending  June  30,   1935,  we  had  an 
average  attendance  of  52,  an  average  membership  of 
54.5  and  a  percent  of  attendance  of  95. 

Last  June  we  graduated  a  class  of  six:  Roland 
Bookholz,  Catherine  Jones,  Helen  Kelley,  Warren  Sear- 
cy, Margaret  Bower  and  Shirley  Gardner.  All  of  these 
registered  for  high  school  in  September.  Following 
is  a  list  of  pupils  registered  in  high  schools  from 
Effingham  in  September:
